the formation of the Union at Shang- 
hai is not fraught with danger of any 
widespread demande on shipownort 
similor to those made in the South in | ‘ 
January last. The shipping com- 
panies running out of Shanghai, or the 
majority of them, pay theirsesmen on 
a scale favourntly compzrable with 
thet obtaining in the South as the 
result of the Tlongkong strike; 
there is little, if. any, general 
dissatisfaction munilest and’ the sea. 
men are, on the whole contented with 
prevailing conditions, We have been 
privileged to ere s translation of the 
original Prospectus of the Union, 
about which there is nothing to which 
anyon: could take exception, The 
general object of the Union is stated 
to be “to exchange knowledge and to 
develop indnstry and its scope of use- 
fulness” and ot this policy none can 
cavi!, The entrance fee to the Union 
—one dollar—is purely nominal, nd
